ELABORATE CAMP PLANNED

Fort Riley Curing Maneuvers to
Be Most Spectacular

e

Junction City, Kan., Sept. 8.—The
plans for the blg camp at Fort Riley
during the maneuvers show that the
camp will be one of the most spectac-
ular ever planned., The 14,000 troops
that are to participate will be encamp-
ed on the Republican river flats just
north of Junction City in the shape of
a gigantle fan, which will have its apex
near the bluffs, a half mile further
north of town. At the apex of the
camp will be the headguarters of the
commanding general and his staff. On
the ribs of the fan will be encamped,
In regiméntal formation, the various
regiments and battallons of cavalry, in-
fantry, enginéers and signal corps, and
the batterles of artillery composing the
divigion of manenver, Streets will ai-
vide the camps, Aand form, when tents
are pitched, the ribe of the fan. This
form of encumpment will enable the
communding general to be at all times
within esasy communication with all
parts of the camp. An extensive line of
water plpes will be luld at the camp site
before the arrival of the troops.

The space between the headquariers
of the commanding general and the
camp of the various organizatjons will

be large enough for a review of all the
troops that will be assembled on the
reservation for the mantuvers.
